On ;irriving at Paris, howover. he 
found that the climate w.ts s^Muewhat 
more severe than that of .Vorniaiid.v. 
The houses were greatly affected hy 
Ihe weal her lor when t was oold out- 
it was invariably cold wllliln. The 
tourists were not affected to tiny .m-eai 
exieiit by this fart, for on ail such 
oecMsitin" there were so many diver- 
llseni'nis and so I tlle attention was 
lia id lo had wciithcr. 

In dealing further with the prosperity 
of I'nr s in parliciilar. and of P'ranee 
In ^:''nernl. he claimed tlint th .i- was 
gri-ally misleading for on further loik- 
Ing iiHo the condillons wlr'cb really 
e.\isled, there was much cause for 
wtirry underlying this apparent slate 
of prosperity. That the people were 
gay and happy was undouiablc — they 
are Frenchmen, — bin their gaiety 
was not llie la vish ■•• e.\pen(|ituii' of 
mone.v. — so rharaeterist i- of Ihe 
.^nlcricans, for it was especially no- 
ticeable thai all theatres and places 
of .'iinusemont whore the prices of a<l- 
mlsslon were anything but Ihe lowest 
•were tri^iiuenied by I he large totirlst 
trade and very seldom by the I'ari- 
.•iians ihemselvcs. The |."renili !>• ople 
(Id niii all play, — all work in Uie on- 
dea.wiur to bring I'raniN! back lo where 
l was before the late War. There are 
as ovcr.vwhere, many who suffer, — but 
1he.se poopir do so silently- The gron.1- 
esl sufferers, upparenlly are the ein- 
liloyie-. ani'iin; whoni are ihr Univer- 
sity professors. Concrete exami>les 
wore given to illustrate Mils point,

The English stiidenls. most of 
them ex-servicc men, older than the 
sludenls of to-d.ay. .leem'-d to gra.'p 
most clearly the Ideals of the Inter- 
nalionnl a.s50ci.atIon and delcrni'ncd to 
eslabl sh In Knglnnd a .Vational L'nion 
which would become fedcrafil -.vltb 
the interntitlpntil: one .-inrt would iie 
sirongly in favour of the admission of

i-26 is the fir.st that has seeii complote 
all womeivs .«odetics «t McGill. In the past 
each faculty had its imdcvpraduato, society, while in addition 
the faculty of the R.V.C. li.id n number of other orjr.inizationfi 
with pi-ogrammos of a moi-e social character. On October .SOtli, 
1925, the :.lcGill Women Students' Society held its inaugural 
meeting' a' wliich women of all faculties at McGill met for the 
first time as n-ier.ibers of a common society. ' 

This important step meant complete union, the object of the 
■Society bcinp to promote the general interests of the women in 
their .social and academic life. 

The establishment, of this new central society means that, 
with the exception of the undergraduate societies, all women 
student organizations include in their membership every woman 
who pay.s the universal fee, that is. every member of the M.W.- 
S.S. Thus the Doha Sigma Literary and Debating Society, 
the Société Française, the S.C.A. of the R.V.C. and the R.V.C. 
Music Club, become open to all McGill women. 

The Athletic Association is the only exception to this, as it 
has a different method of organization. According to the new 
constitution there is a central. Athletic Society, the M.W.S.A.A.. 
divided into two gi-oups. one including the members of the 
M.S.P.E. faculty, and the other those outside this body. 

With such a compact organization as the M.W.S.S. posses- 
sing as it does complete faculty representation, the women are 
now in a po.sition to discuss any business pertaining to them as 
a whole, and have the entire control of all matters that affect 
them exclusively. They have gone far since the days when 
every women's oi-ganization worked chiefly from its own 
viewpoint. 

Does this mean that the next step should be ariialgamation 
■,vpf the men's and women's student societies? Opinions differ. 
; Ât a recent meeting of the Delta Sigma Debating Society, the 
subject; "Resolved that complete co-operation of men's and 
wo_raen's societie.^" at McGill would be of mutual advantage,' 

■ .was thoroughly discussed, the affirmative finally being the 
■choice of the meeting. "Complete co-operation" was the term 
used in the resolution, but it was admitted by both sides that if 
this was considered at all, amalgamation would be the ultimate 

■ result. It seems to he the opinion of many that such a step 
would be advantageous, particularly to the women. This idea
